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INTRODUCTORY  STATEMENT. 

In  view  of  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  the  faeulty  of 
the  Seminary  included  in  its  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  at  the  meeting  in  Louis 
ville  in  May,  1909,  a general  outline  of  tin- 
policy  of  the  Seminary.  A resolution  was 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  instructing 
the  faculty  to  publish  this  in  such  form  as 
might  seem  most  expedient  and  useful.  In 
obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Trustees, 
this  leaflet  is  issued. 

At  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  itself, 
which  immediately,  followed  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  a series  of  resolutions 
was  offered  by  Dr.  T.  1*.  Bell,  of  Georgia 
bearing  upon  the  work  of  the  Seminary. 
These  resolutions,  also,  were  offered  in  view 
of  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  Seminary.  The  Convention  unani- 
mously and  heartily  adopted  the  resolutions 
offered  by  Dr.  Bell.  The  faculty  have  con- 
cluded that  the  friends  of  the  Seminary  will 
be  pleased  to  have  the  Convention  resolu- 
tions published  along  with  the  faeulty  report. 
The  report  of  the  facul'y  is  given  first  be- 
low and  the  resolutions  of  the  Convention 
will  follow.  As  is  generally  known  by  the 
brethren,  the  Semiiiary  is  now  engaged  in  a 
great  campaign  to  obtain  adequate  endow- 
ment. We  solicit  most  cordially  the  co-opera- 
tion of  our  brethren  everywhere  in  this 
great  effort.

The  Policy  of  the  Seminary. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  report  of 
the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  May,  1909,  and  explains  itself: 

“In  view  of  our  Jubilee  anniversary,  it 
may  not  be  out  of  place  for  us  to  say  a few 
things  regarding  our  conception  of  the  rela- 
tion of  our  Seminary  to  our  Baptist  life  and 
work.  During  its  fifty  years  of  history,  the 
Seminary  has  maintained  consistently  the 
great  historic  Baptist  position  in  matters  of 
doctrine.  Two  tendencies  it  has  avoided. 
First,  the  tendency  towards  radicalism  and 
liberalism  which  seeks  to  discredit  the  Bibli- 
cal records  and  renounce  Biblical  authority 
for  a purely  subjective  conception  of  relig- 
iouB  authority.  This  tendency  the  Seminary 
has  avoided.  It  has  also  avoided  the  tenden- 
cy to  ecclesiasticism  and  ultra-conservatism. 
There  is  a tendency  among  some  Baptists  to 
ignore  missions  and  the  development  of  the 
spiritual  life  of  our  people  in  the  effort  to 
enforce  an  extreme  type  of  orthodoxy  which 
Southern  Baptists  as  a whole  never  have 
adopted  and  we  believe  never  will  adopt. 
We  have  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability  sought 
to  be  impartial  and  helpful  to  these  brethren 
and  to  all  others.  There  are,  however,  cer- 
tain points  on  which  the  Seminary,  during 
the  fifty  years  of  its  history,  has  been  care 
ful  to  assert  its  own  liberty  and  to  recogniz-* 
the  liberty  of  others  Repeatedly  effort- 
have  been  made  to  compel  it  to  adopt  the 
Shibboleths  of  this  or  that  party  among  us. 
and  thus  depart  from  the  great  historic  and 
central  Baptist  positions.  It  has  been  often 
attacked  on  this  account,  but  the  Seminary 


has  steadfastly  refused  to  become  the  organ 
or  institution  of  a party.  We  seek  to  serve 
all  our  people  for  the  Master's  sake  Its 
articles  of  faith  have  stood  well  the  test  of 
time,  and  today  we  believe  they  are  a suffi 
cient  outline  of  teaching  as  to  the  historic 
Baptist  doctrines.  Our  attitude  towards 
those  who  have  assaulted  us  has  been  one 
of  patient  endurance,  and  for  the  most  part 
our  policy  has  been  one  of  silence.  We  have 
replied  to  attacks  only  when  the  truth  has 
been  so  perverted  as  to  require  a statement 
from  us  to  protect  ourselves  in  the  minds  of 
our  friends.  It  has  become  increasingly  eiear 
to  us  that  this  position  and  attitude  on  our 
pari  are  endorsed  by  the  great  body  of  our 
Baptist  people  who  stand  for  the  aims  and 
ideals  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

“The  Seminary  has  stood  consistently  and 
uniformly  for  freedom  of  research,  combined 
with  loyalty  to  the  truth  as  hleld  by  the  Bap 
t rsts.  We  rejoice  to  say  that!  perhaps  never 
in  its  history  have  its  position  ami  attitude 
been  more  clearly  understood  and  appre- 
ciated by  the  brotherhood  at  large  than  at 
present.  There  has  never  been  greater  unity 
of  spirit  and  aim  and  ideal  in  the  Faeulty 
than  today.  Conscious  of  our  obligations  to 
God  and  His  Kingdom  and  to  the  interests 
of  the  Baptists,  conscious  that  we  are  ser- 
vants of  the  brethren  for  the  Master’s  sake, 
and  entrusted  with  great  interests,  and  slew 
ards  of  a divine  tmst,  we  hold  ourselves 
ready  to  serve  in  all  possible  ways  as  Go-1 
may  give  us  strength. 

“As  we  look  into  the  future,  there  ar» 
many  cheering  signs  of  promise.  The  grow- 
ing unity  of  Southern  Baptists  in  their  great 
missionary  enterprises,  their  evident  purpose 
to  do  constructive  work  instead  of  wading 
time  discussing  minor  issues,  the  increasing 
wealth  of  the  South,  our  vast  and  increasing 
numbers,  all  these  things  remoind  us  of  the 
ne  wopportunity  which  has  come  to  the 
Seminary,  and  its  increased  reaponsibilitie*. 
The  fact  that  the  South  is  undergoing  rapid 
development  commercially,  and  that  we  are 
rapidly  becoming  transformed  from  th  • 
status  of  a predominantly  rural  into  that  of 
an  urban  people  also  accentuates  powerfully 
the  ned  for  a ministry  equipped  to  meet  all 
conditions  in  country  anil  city  alike. 

“There  is  one  ominous  fact  which  has  bee.i 
mentioned  previously  in  our  report*,  to 
which  we  recur.  There  is  not  an  adequat 
supply  of  men,  called  of  God  to  preach  the 
gospel,  entering  the  ministry.  While  thcr- 
has  not  been  an  actual  decrease,  there  has 
not  been  a ratio  of  increase  according  to  our 
growth  in  numbers.  Carefully  gathered  sta- 
tistics from  our  Southern  colleges  and  else- 
where show  that  the  above  statement  is 
strictly  within  proper  limits.” 

Resolution*  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven 

tion,  Offered  by  Dr  T.  P.  Bell,  of  Oeorgia,

Whereas,  During  these  years,  hundred* 
and  thousand* . of  the  men  in  our  ministry, 
men  of  varying  age*  and  equally  varying 
educational  attainment*,  have  in  it  found 
mental  and  *piritual  equipment  for  tne  gn  u. 
work  they  had  L>  do  as  ministers  of  the 
Wort! ; and, 

Whereas,  There  have  gone  forh  from  it 
and  are  stdl  going  forth,  lutlucnccs  that  tend 
to  the  very  best  life  of  our  people  at  home, 
and  arc  being  felt  in  power  in  many  lands 
beyond  our  border*;  and, 

Whereas,  The  institution,  in  its  teachings, 
practices,  policies,  ami  in  its  fruitage  in  men, 
is  meeting  in  fullest  degree  if  not  in  fullest 
quantity,  the  need*  of  our  people  in  theo- 
logical and  practical  training  fur  the  minis- 
try; and, 

Whereas,  The  Seminary  i*  this  year  cele- 
brating the  semi-centennial  of  its  noble  exist- 
ence, and  is  seeking  at  the  hands  of  our  peo- 
ple an  addition  of  ♦GOO.tl'H)  to  it*  endow- 
ment— that  it  may  increase  its  usefulness, 
and  no-et  the  lavge  .leicinds  that  are  made 
upon  it ; therefore,  be  it

dorse the  recent  advance  sLqi*  it  has  taken 
in  the  way  of  providing  practical  training 
for  the  students  in  Mission  and  Sunday 
School  work,  thus  the  he‘tcr  fitting  them  for 
the  full  work  of  the  ministry. 

Resolved,  Third— That  we  fed.  with  the 
Faculty  and  Trustees  the  limitations  that 
arc  imposed  on  the  institution  by  the  men- 
greness  of  it*  income,  aiul  realize  the  grow- 
ing need  it  has  for  enlarged  facilities  for 
more  extended  work,  a-  well  as  for  some 
measure  of  relief  to  the  present  faculty  from 
the  overwork  which  ha*  been  Iheir*  by  rea- 
son of  the  limited  number  of  teacher*  and 
the  increasing  number  of  students. 

Resolved,  Fourth — That  we  most  heartily 
urge  upon  the  churches  and  upon  individual 
brethren  a careful  investigation  into  the 
need*  of  the  Seminary,  ami  co-o|K-rat  ion  with 
the  trustee*  in  supplying  these  needs  at  the 
earliest  practicable  moment— which  means 
just  now.  t 

Resolved  Fifth — That  we.  the  members  of 
the  Convention,  hereby  pledge  to  the  trus- 
tees our  heartiest  co-operalion  in  the  effort 
they  are  making  to  secure  the  gl>00,000  need 
e.l.  which  they  are<end<  avoring  to  raise  by 
direction  of  this  Convention.

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said  the  revival  began  with  this.  The  writer 
thinks  perhaps  it  did  as  there  were  additions 
to  the  church  almost  from  the  first  service. 

On  October  3rd  Dr.  Stewart  came  to  us 
fresh  from  the  battlefield  at  Kichton,  with 
the  dew  of  victory  still  upon  him,  and  for 
fifteen  days  preached  the  gospel  as  1 have 
Imard  it  preached  by  few  men.  He  certainly 
believes  the  Bible  is  God-given,  for  he  stands 
square  with  its  teaching  and  presents  its 
truths  with  boldness  without  a trait  of  fear 
or  apology  for  anything  it  teaches.  He  be- 
lieves with  all  his  heart  that  there  is  a hell 
and  that  those  who  reject  Jesus  Christ  must 
experience  its  awful  realities,  being  as  thor- 
oughly convinced  that  there  is  a heaven  and 
that  those  who  are  saved  are  saved  eternally 
and  that  no  man  is  able  to  pluck  them  out 
of  God ’8  hand. 

Bro.  Stewart  handles  the  scriptures  with 
ungloved  hands,  calling  sin  sin  and  placing 
each  species  of  sin  under  its  proper  heading. 
As  a consequence  some  would  twist  and  look 
wise,  go  off  and  express  their  opinion,  but 
at  the  next  service  these  same  people  could 
be  seen  along  with  the  others  hunting  a seat 
as  near  front  as  possible. 

Bro.  Stewart  preached  two  sermons  either 
of  which  is  worth  his  trip  from  Ft.  Scott. 
Kan.,  to  Meridian.  One  was,  “The  Young 
Woman  in  Society,’’  and  the  other  was  “Is 
the  Young  Man  Safe.”  The  manner  in 
which  he  handled  each  subject  won  the  ad- 
miration of  all  who  heard  him  and  made 
such  a profound  impression  upon  the  minds 
of  the  young  especially  that  it  will  be  a 
matter  of  discussion  among  them  for  time 
yet  to  come.  I want  to  suggest  to  the  pub- 
lic at  large  that  you  request  Bro.  Stewart 
to  preach  these  two  sermons  if  he  ever  comes 
to  your  town. 

As  a result  of  the  meeting  there  were  54 
additions  to  this  church  and  the  membership 
revived  as  never  before.  Of  course  I am 
only  giving  the  visible  results.  Among  those 
joining  for  baptism  was  a man  and  his  wife 
more  than  fifty  years  old,  five  Methodists, 
three  Presbyterians  and  a Campbellite.  I 
am  more  firmly  impressed  than  ever  before 
that  the  Word  of  God  is  all-sufficient  if  it  is 
rightly  presented. 

I want  to  heartily  recommend  Bro.  Stew- 
art to  any  pastor  or  people  who  want  a good 
old  time  revival  let  that  church  be  either 
great  or  small.

A Mexican  Convention. 

We  have  just  held,  in  Guadalajara,  the 
seventh  annual  meeting  of  our  National  Bap- 
tist Convention.  It  is  composed  of  all  Bap- 
tists in  Mexico.  Because  of  the  crop  failure 
and  for  other  reasons,  the  attendance  this 
year  was  smaller  than  usual,  yet  some  of 
the  delegates  came  more  than  a thousand 
miles.  A beautiful  spirit  of  harmony  an! 
devotion  prevailed  through  all  the  meetings. 
In  the  dispatch  of  business  we  followed 
closely  a program  which  had  been  carefully 
prepared  and  published  in  advance.  Be- 
sides a sun-rise  prayer-meeting  each  morn- 
ing and  preaching  every  night,  all  the  busi- 
ness meetings  during  the  day  were  opened 
with  devotional  exercises. 

The  subjects  treated  by  the  Convention 
were  designed  to  embrace  all  the  important 
departments  of  our  work,  such  as : Missions 
among  the  Tarascan  Indians,  Sunday 
Schools,  Temperance,  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work, 
Religious  Literature,  Medical  Missions,  the 
Absolute  Authority  of  the  Bible,  the  Import- 
ance of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  work,  etc. 
Strong  papers  were  presented  on  these  va- 
rious subjects,  followed  by  general  discus- 
sion, thus  bringing  out  valuable  lesaons  for

Rev.  J.  S.  Cheavens,  of  Saltillo,  preacned 
the  introductory  sermon  from  lleb.  9:27. 
It  was  a clear  and  strong  presentation  of 
death  and  the  judgment.  Rev.  George  11. 
Brewer,  of  Mexico  City,  gave  us  an  uplift- 
ing doctrinal  sermon  based  on  Joh  n3:7. 
The  annual  missionary  sermon  was  by  Frank 
Marrs,  our  “John  the  beloved."  It  came  up 
to  high-water  mark  and  will  be  published 
for  the  benefit  of  all  the  churches.  - 

All  hearts  were  moved  under  the  influence 
o fa  masterful  sermon  preached  afll  o’clock 
on  Sunday,  on  the  great  commission,  by 
Alejandro  Trevino,  president  of  the  Baptist 
Theological  Institute  in  Monterey,  and  pa* 
tor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  the  same 
city.  Trevino  has  no  superior  in  our  Mexi- 
can ministry,  and  his  church  is  easily  the 
strongest  evangelical  church  of  any  denom- 
ination in  Mexico. 

The  closing  sermon  on  Sunday  night  was 
by  Rev.  Jose  Maria  Morales  from  near  the 
border  of  Mexico  and  Claifornia.  He  came 
a thousand  miles  to  attend  the  Convention. 
He  is  an  old  soldier  who  carries  in  his  body 
the  scars  of  battle.  In  1867  he  witness.- d the 
surrender  of  that  so-called  Emperor  Maxi- 
milian at  tjueretarro  and  saw  him  hand  his 
sword  over  to  General  Escobedo,  the  com- 
mander of  the  Mexican  troops.  That  day’s 
work  sounded  the  death  knell  of  foreign  su- 
premacy in  Mexico. 

Rome  of  our  churches  are  pastorless,  oth- 
ers are  located  in  the  mountains,  far  re- 
moved from  the  railroad,  hence  we  find  it 
very  difficult  to  gather  complete  statistics. 
The  following  are  only  approximate.  Nine 
Baptist  churches  were  organized  in  Mexico 
the  past  year,  giving  us  an  aggregate  of  75. 
with  2.633  members,  there  having  been  an 
increase  of  20  per  cent  in  the  number  of 
our  members  during  the  year.  In  the  three 
theological  institutes  (one  of  which  is  by  the 
Northern  Board  and  two  by  the  Southern) 
there  are  40  choice  Mexican  young  men  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry,  and  in  our  Toluca 
Missionary  Training  School  for  young  wom- 
en we  have  about  20  students.  In  our  other 
schools  and  colleges  there  are  about  900  stu 
dents  including  both  3exes. 

During  the  year  our  weak  struggling 
churches  raised  toward  self-support  $2,746.33 
and  for  missions  $1,953.33.  making  a total 
of  $4,699.96  (Mexican  money).  This  doe* 
not  include  $1,074.90  which  was  raised  fo* 
missions  last  Sunday  at  the  close  of  Trev- 
ino’s greac  sermon. 

The  present  Convention  was  not  so  largelv 
attended  as  others  have  ben,  yet  we  expect 
from  it  permanent  and  far-reaching  results. 
To  this  end  several  important  measures  were 
thoroughly  discussed  and  adopted.  One  o.' 
these  was  on  missions.  For  the  past  two 
years  the  Convention  has  had  a missionary 
employed  for  all  his  time  among  the  Indians 
in  the  State  of  Michoacan.  Candidates  have 
been  baptized  and  a small  church  organize  1 
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Urn  year  The  treasurer  of  our  Board  hay 
on  hand  a balance  of  more  than  a thousand 
dollars.  The  Convention  instructed  the 
Board  to  employ  another  missionary  lor  the 
same  field  so  soon  as  a suitable  man  can  be 
found.  VN  e also  have  pledged  ourselves  to 
join  our  brethren  of  Brazil  and  Argentina 
in  helping  the  struggling  Baptists  in  Chili. 

Our  Convention  appointed  an  able  Sunday 
School  Board  of  seven  members,  and  in- 
structed them  to  correspond  with  Doctors 
Frost  and  Rowland  with  a view  to  the  ap- 
pointment and  support  of  a Sunday  School 
Secretary.  We  have  in  view  a most  valuable 
Mexican  brother  who  g)K>aks  English  and  h 
is  available.  Should  this  scheme  sueceej,  w»- 
should  like  to  give  our  new  secretary  some 
special  training  by  putting  him  under  the 
wing  of  Landrum  Leavell  for  two  or  three 
months. 

The  incomplete  reports  received  from  our 
churches  show  that  523  people  were  bap- 
tized duriug  the  year.  There  is  a tine  revival 
spirit  all  over  the  country.  A committee  has 
been  appointed  on  cvaugelisin  and  plans  in- 
augurated whereby  we  may.  hold  revival 
meetings  in  all  onr  churches  and  mission 
stations,  neighboring  pastors  assisting  each 
other  if  an  evangelist  is  not  available.  South- 
ern Baptists  have  two  regular  evangelists  in 
Mexico,  and  our  Northern  brethren  are 
taking  steps  to  appoint  one  or  two.  We  are 
beginning  to  feel  like  the  Iiord’s  set  time 
has  come  to  visit  Zion  in  these  ends  of  the 
earth.  I have  never  seen  our  Mexican 
brethren  more  united,  enthusiastic  and  hope- 
ful  than  they  are  today.  We  go  forward  in 
ihe  name  and  power  of  Elijah’s  God.  confi- 
dently expecting  a bountiful  harvest  of  souls 
during  the  coming  year.  To  this  end  w • 
shall  work  and  pray.

Living  On  the  Line— Doubt  Due  to  Doing 
Doubtful  Things. 

Did  you  ever  life  on  the  linef  A little 
city,  half  in  Virginia  and  half  in  Tennessee 
tells  the  troubles  of  such  a life.  The  Stat-* 
line  runs  along  the  main  street.  There  are 
two  corporations,  two  mayors,  two  govern 
ing  councils,  two  seta  of  police,  two  systems 
of  public  schools,  two  plants  for  water  sup- 
ply, two  everything.  For  a long  time  th. 
main  street  was  not  paved,  because  the  line 
ran  up  next  to  the  houses  on  the  Virginia 
si«l*.\  The  Virginia  corporation  would  no* 
pave  the  northern  half  because  it  did  no* 
belong  to  them,  and  the  Tennessee  corpora- 
tion would  not  pave  it  because  they  receive ! 
no  taxes  from  the  property  adjoining. 

Much  trouble  arises  from  criminals  who 
commit  some  offense  in  one  State  and  hurrv 
over  into  the  other,  the  officers  having  to 
get  a requisition  from  the  governor  in  ordc.- 
to  bring  them  to  justice. 

This  delay  gives  opportunity  for  escap  \ 
and  in  case  of  minor  offenses  is  neglected 
At  one  time  the  Virginia  side,  in  a local 


option  election,  voted  out  the  saloons,  be- 
lieving that  Teuueasee  would  do  the  same, 
but  the  “Drys“  in  a State  election  wen-  out- 
voted by  other  sections,  and  lost.  So  though  '' 
one  side  had  no  saloons,  it  was  only  neces- 
sary to  cross  the  street  to  get  all  the  drinks  I 
wanted. 

The  strict  marriage  laws  of  Virginia  and 
the  lax  laws  of  Tennessee  make  this  city  a 
great  nieeca  for  “run  a way  couples,'*  and 
many  amusing  as  well  as  sad  case*  are  con- 
stantly coming  to  light  Arrests  by  officers 
of  the  law,  due  to  telegrams  from  pursuing 
pa  rents,  break  up  fond  hope*,  for  the  train* 
stop  on  the  Virginia  side. 

The  Tennessee  water  company  tried  to  run 
its  pipe*  into  Virginia  property.  The  presi- 
dent was  arrested.  A test  case  was  made, 
and  it  finally  went  to  the  United  States  Su 
preaie  Court . The  line  between  Virginia  and 
Tennessee,  Itcginnmg  at  the  Atlantic,  runs 
straight  west  until  it  reaches  White  Top 
mountain.  Virginia  claimed  that  this  line 
should  have  continued  straight  west,  and 
sued  Tennessee  for  nine  miles  of  territory. 

Wc  did  not  know  where  we  lived,  whether 
in  Virginia  or  Tennessee,  and  those  who  bad 
married  in  Tennessee  did  not  know  whai 
Virginia's  attitude  would  he  toward  times  1 
marriages  which  her  own  laws  did  not  ap- 
prove. The  people  over  in  Lynchburg  or 
Petersburg  or  Richmond  had  no  such  ques- 
tioning. 

Where  do  you  live,  friendf  Are  yon  on 

the  line!  These  suggest  a few  of  the  worries 
that  come  from  such  a position,  and  he  who 
would  escape  them  should  get  clear  over  into 
the  Slate  of  Righteousness.  Doubt  as  to 
conversion  comes  from  doing  doubtful  *1 
thinifR.  Get  away  from  tha  <|ii***tinruibl*  M 
border  line. 

(Vase  trying  to  live  as  near  to  the  devil’s 
territory  as  you  can  without  taking  your 
name  from  the  church  liook.  This  it  is  which 
occasions  your  unhappim-s*  and  it  i*  from  ■ 
such  people  that  the  world  gets  the  idea 
that  to  be  a Christian  is  to  give  up  pleasure. 
They  carry  religion  amund  like  a sick-head- 
ache,  and  arc  the  most  unhappy  people  iu  J< 
the  world  because  they  are  trying  to  serve 
God  an!  the  devil  both.  Making  mud  pie* 
would  not  be  pleasure  now  to  the  expe- 
rienced business  man,  and  these  so-ealle.l 
pleasures  will  one  day  lose  their  charm*  for 
the  world  passeth  away  and  the  very  desire 
for  it  passes  away,  but  he  who  does  the  will 
of  God  abides  femever.

Educational  and  Benevolent  Inseitutions 
Among  the  Baptists  of  the  World. 

(By  Mrs.  E.  W.  Spencer). 

The  study  of  my  subject  has  been  both 
interesting  and  instructive.  I knew  that  we 
Baptist  people  were  far-reaching  and  aggres- 
sive in  our  efforts  to  uplift  and  serve  man- 
kind, but  I had  only  an  imperfect  knowl 
edge  of  ehe  magnitude  of  our  work  along 
the  lines  of  education  and  benevolence.  My 
friends,  in  this  day,  we  must  have  the  prac- 
tical demonstrations  of  Christianity,  to  say 
to  those  about  us:  “Be  ye  educated,  be  ye 
fed.  be  ye  clothed,  and  be  ye  sheltered,” 
and  no  provision  made  for  such  would  in- 
deed be  an  idle,  empty  profession  of  love  and 
service  for  him  who  spoke  to  his  disciple.-’ 
in  Matt.  25.  To  do  was  the  watch  word 
then  .and  to  do  is  the  watch  word  now. 

The  best  methods  for  Christ  are  those 
whieh  appeal  to  the  mind  or  will  or  the  soul, 
and  along  with  these  must  go  the  provision 
for  the  bodies  of  those  less  fortunate  than 
we  My  subject  is  so  broad  in  its  scape,  so 
great  in  its  magnitude  that  I can  but  men- 
tion in  passing  the  groat  things  we  are  doing. 

The  schools  in  the  foreign  lands  are  among 
our  best  work.  We  maintain  them  in  many 
countries.

Legion  is  the  name  of  the  schools  main- 
tained by  us  in  this  country.  We  have  10 
theological  seminaries,  92  universities  and 
colleges,  98  academies,  institutes  and  train- 
ing schools. 

We  have  26  mountain  school*  in  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia.  Alabama, 
Tennessee,  Kentucky  and  Virginia. 

Texas  has  a “consolidated  educational 
commission”  in  her  Baptist  ranks,  this  great 
movement  has  put  schools  all  over  her  terri- 
tory and  a Baptist  flag  floats  over  numbers 
of  fine  educational  institutions  in  that  great 
State.  Texas  is  away  ahead  of  any  other 
spot  on  the  globe  when  it  comes  to  Baptist 
education. 

We  have  in  the  South  over  100  classes  in 
mission  studies,  many  of  them  enlisted  by 
our  Educational  Secretary,  Dr.  Ray. 

We  of  this  State  love  best  our  own  insti- 
tutions of  learning  in  which  we  are  espe- 
cially interested.  They  are  the  Seminary 
in  Louisville,  Ky.,  The  Woman’s  Training 
School,  also  there;  our  own  incomparable 
Mississippi  College  and  Clarke  Memorial, 
which  promises  to  do  fine  work. 

Now  as  to  the  matter  of  benevolence,  we 
do  not  measure  up  with  some  other  churches, 
but  we  are  growing. 

In  China  we  have  the  Warren  Memorial 
Hospital  situated  in  Hwang-Him ; the  Stout 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Wuchow  and  an  Or- 
phanage also  in  Wuchow;  Spurgeon’s  Or- 
phanage in  London. 

In  this  country  we  have  45  institutions  for 
the  aged,  the  sick  and  the  unfortunate. 
Nearly  all  the  States  maintain  orphanages. 
In  this  State  we  love  and  contribute  to  the 
Margaret  Home  in  Greenville.  S.  C.,  and  we 
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also  have  on  our  hearts  our  orphanage  in 
Jackson. 

You  will  note  that  my  paper  is  an  imper- 
fect, unfinished  one,  as  l have  nothing  as  to 
either  education  or  benevolence  in  Canadp. 
My  time  and  resources  have  been  limited. 

Before  the  W.  M.  U.  was  a live,  active 
body,  we  women  had  some  plausible  reasons 
for  ignorance  of  things  pertaining  to  our 
gospel  movement*,  but  I am  thankful  to 
say  that  condition  is  past.  We  may  have  for 
the  asking  numberless  tracts  and  leaflets  an  1 
for  small  amounts  we  may  read  the  Home 
Field  and  Foreign  Mission  Journal,  also  the 
peer  of  mission  loiterature  for  women,  The 
Mission  Field.  I do  not  know  how  we  ever 
did  get  on  without  the  last  named  little 
journal,  it  is  an  education  in  itself  for  thorn 
who  will  read  it.

The  hus- 
band and  wife  who  establish  a home  and 
rear  a family  are  doing  the  very  best  service 
possible  to  both  God  and  man.  Manly  sons 
and  womanly  daughters  are  the  highest 
jroduct  of  any  land  or  age.  Let  me  pour 
out  to  you  some  of  the  sentiments  that  are 
in  my  heart: 

1.  Where  Did  She  Come  From? 

Don’t  think  she  is  your  permanent  visitor 
simply  because  one  of  nature’s  laws  decreed 
that  she  should  be.  God  is  greater  than  na- 
ture’s  laws;  and,  after  all,  He  is  the  First 
Great  Cause.

but  still  it  's  a fact  that  God  sent  her.  AceepI 
her  as  His  best  gift  to  you.

Somehow  I feel  that 
every  childless  union  is  under  God’s  curse.

2.  Why  Did  She  Come?  Since  baby  came  to  town. 


Not  merely  to  add  one  more  to  the  num- 
ber of  our  race ; not  just  because  she  couldn’t 
help  it.  God  sends  babies  for  more  import- 
ant reasons  than  these.  He  sent  her  to  en- 
large  your  hearts ; to  make  you  more  and 
more  unselfish;  to  develop  your  sympathies, 
to  enlarge  your  affections ; to  give  yonr  souls 
higher  aims;  to  bring  to  your  fireside  a 
bright  face,  happy  smile,  and  a loving,  ten 
der  heart.  I use  to  say  that  one  of  the  ea- 
lamities  that  come  to  many  childless  wive*  is 
that  they  themselves  become  too  child  like. 
And  my  boy  asked  me  one  day,  “Papa,  aren’t 
babies  Rave  us.  Homes  were  made  for  babies, 
and  homes  without  babies  are  like  this  earth 
would  be  without  spring-time  and  singing 
birds.  Women  were  made  to  lie  mothers,  and 
it  stands  to  good  reason  that  every  woman 
comes  into  the  realization  of  her  best  poasi- 
bilities  in  her  motherhood. 

In  George  Eliot's  most  famous  story,  Sila* 
Maraer,  an  old  miser,  one  evening  lifted  thj 
bricks  of  the  floor.  Jo  find  that  his  gold  was 
all  gone.  Driven  to  the  point  of  madness, 
he  wandered  all  night  in  search  of  his  lost 
idol.  In  the  morning,  as  he  staggered  in  out 
o fthe  storm,  he  saw  the  glint  of  yellow  by 
his  hearth.  He  sprang  forward  like  a maniac, 
and  seized  the  yellow;  but  it  was  not  his 
gold!  It  was  something  better.  What  whs 
itf  The  yellow  locks  of  a sleeping  child! 
And  the  old  miser  took  the  deserted  balic 
to  his  bosom  and  she  completely  transform- 
ed his  life.  Nothing  so  transforms  and  builds 
up  human  life  as  does  grace,  plus  babyhood. 

3.  She’ll  Be  a Care. 

If  you  think  she’ll  never  keep  you  awake 
of  nights,  you  are  likely  mistaken.  The  first 
ten  days  of  her  stay  may  be  spent  in  the 
embrace  of  sweet  sleep.  But  when  she 
awakes,  you  may  decide  that  she  did  all  her 
sleeping  at  the  beginning.  And  when  she’s 
sick,  and  she  is  sure  to  be,  you  will  suffer  a 
thousand  useless  anxieties.  You  may  live  to 
see  her  buried ; or  she  may  follow  your  cas- 
kets to  the  grave.  Don’t  expect  her  coming 
to  dispel  every  cloud  from  life’s  sky.  That 
is  not  her  mission.  I give  you  a little  poem 
to  think  about.  You  will  have^ample  cause 
to  remember  it  many  times:
